Prior to a play or concert, or after a 
tour, visitors of the new Museum of 
Art can go visit the Museum Cafe and 
enjoy various food selections from an 
ancient Italian civilization that lived 
approximately 2,000 years ago —the 
Etruscans.

They often served large banquets, 
adorned with elaborately decorated 
pottery and beautiful silver and 
bronze utensils. 

‘(The Etruscans) were really happy 
people,” explained Lynne Hansen, 
manager of the Museum Cafe. “They 
enjoyed celebrating.” 

The Museum Cafe is located in the 
mezzanine of the new museum and 
will be open Monday through 
Saturday from 10:30 a.m. to 2 p.m., 
and from 5 p.m. to 7 p.m., Hansen 
said. 

Much of the food selection is 
derived from present-day Tuscany. 

Tuscan food includes a lot of roast- 
ed meats, grains, fish and breads, 
Hansen said. 

“They were a peasant people,” she 
added, “‘so they ate simple food and 
served themselves.”

Director says new museum 
is the ‘jewel of the campus’

- Although he had been finishing final 
duties as the dean of the College of 
Fine Arts and Communications, 
James A. Mason was doubling as 
director of BYU’s new Museum of 
Art for the past few years. 

“T grew up across the street from a 
museum and I still like to go and see 
some of the old friends I made there. 
We want to create that for people here 
so they. come again and again and see 
their old friends,” he said. 

Final approval for the museum was 
given in 1986 and the ground was 
broken more than two years ago. The 
project was first identified as a goal 
by the Fine Arts and Communications 
departments 11 years ago, shortly 
after Mason became dean. 

Mason said there has been great 
interest in the community to build a 
museum for the past 50 years because 
of the incredible art collection no one 
has been able to view. 

Originally, the department wanted 
to build two buildings, a communica- 
tions building and a museum. 


‘ However, the museum was given first 


priority, and Mason now considers it 
the “jewel of the campus.” 

Mason said the museum was con- 
structed yising private funds because 
“it was not high enough on the priori- 
ty list.to use tithing money.” 

“The museum itself is an art state- 
ment,” he said. “When people come 
to see the new museum, they will see 
an two exhibits: the Etruscans and the 
building itself.” 

The architecture has “an open, airy 
feeling,’ Mason said, and they are 
relying on the team approach to oper- 
ate it. Each exhibit will have a cura- 
tor, designer and an educator. 

“The Vatican people were really 
amazed and complemented us on our 
facility,” Mason said. 

Mason said he feels the museum is 
unique because of the educational 
thrust it will take. The museum’s edu- 
cational dimension includes interac- 
tive galleries, a study gallery, an 
activity room and other hands-on 
interactive experience for children 
and adults alike. 

Mason said the facilities were built 
this way because “the wave of the 
future is moving in that direction. We 
will not just display art. (The educa- 
tional aspect) is something very few 
museums have.” 

The Museum of Art raised money 
and developed a partnership with five 
school districts: Nebo, Provo, Alpine, 
Wasatch and Jordan, through which 
the students can come and benefit 
from the experiences in the museum. 

The museum also houses a cafe, 
which will feature food associated 
with the different exhibits as well as a 
regular menu. 

The cafe was included in order to 
combat “museum fatigue,” Mason 
said with a smile. He defined it as 
stemming from hours and hours of 
wandering around the building. He 
added that the cafe helps the notion of 
not just featuring visual art. 

The museum has extensive: security 


’ for the Etruscan exhibit and the other 


pieces held there. People from the 
Smithsonian museums assisted in 
developing security so BYU could 
“bring the Vatican here instead of vis- 
itors having to go to the Vatican,” 
-Mason said. 

Mason said it is incredible for peo- 
ple to be able to see an exhibit of this 
caliber right here in Provo and it is a 
credit to the museum to be able to get 
this exhibit for its opening. 

Mason expects to work closely with 
the Museum of Church History and 
Art in Salt Lake City. 

Such cooperation would include 
exchanging artistic pieces as needed 
for certain exhibits.

Ships begin patrolling waters 
near Haiti to enforce embargo

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti — The 
first U.S. warship was spotted Sunday 
off the coast of Haiti, and the 
Pentagon said all six ships sent by 
President Clinton to enforce an immi- 
nent worldwide oil and arms embargo 
were in place. 

The ships should begin patrolling 
international waters off Haiti by 
Sunday night, 24 hours before the 
embargo is scheduled to begin, said 
Stanley Schrager, spokesman for the 
U.S. Embassy in Haiti. 

In Washington, a Pentagon 
spokesman, Maj. Steve Little, said all 
six ships were in place Sunday morn- 
ing, although they might not be visi- 
ble from shore. 

But residents in one Port-au-Prince 
neighborhood reported seeing a gray 
warship, with a helicopter on the rear 
deck, off the coast. An Associated 
Press reporter on an aerial survey 
spotted it halfway between the island 
of Gonave and the capital. Schrager 
said he did not know which ship it 
was. 

In Washington, Senate Minority 
Leader Bob Dole said he will offer 
legislation restricting Clinton’s 
authority to send troops to Haiti. 

Dole, speaking on CBS’ “Face the 
Nation,” said he will offer an amend- 
ment early this week requiring con- 
gressional authorization for sending

Aidid’s recent message that media 
should be allowed to work. 

“It was kind of an accident, not 
planned,” the unidentified speaker 
said. “We are very sorry about that.

Aidid emerged from four months of 
hiding on Thursday. The U.S. 
Ambassador to the United Nations, 
Madeleine Albright, said Sunday the 
U.N. has called off its search for 
Aidid, though it still hoped to hold 
him accountable for the attacks on 
U.N. troops. 

In Mogadishu, U.N. spokesman 
Maj. David Stockwell said Sunday 
that Aidid “is still vulnerable to

Aidid is now trying to sell himself 
as a diplomat and peace-broker in an 
effort to re-enter the country’s puzzle- 
like political picture. 


American troops to Haiti unless the 
president certifies certain conditions, 
such as a threat to national security, 
exist. 

“T wouldn’t risk any American lives 
to put Aristide back in power and try 
to force democracy on Haiti,” he said. 

Army commander Lt. Gen. Raoul 
Cedras, whose resignation is part of 
the U.N. accord, indicated Sunday 
that the army does not want to chal- 
lenge the United States “The Haitian 
people do not want to confront the 
American might,” he told CNN. “We 
do not have the intention of defying 
the United States.” 

Cedras also repeated the army’s dis-

In Washington, Aristide spokes- 
woman Gwen McKinney in 
Washington said it was “totally unac- 
ceptable and outrageous for Gen.

Meanwhile, fear was rising in Port- 
au-Prince as those opposed to the 
return of ousted President Jean- 
Bertrand Aristide announced they will 
shut down the city on Monday.

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Reformers 
nominated 
for Russian 
parliament

MOSCOW — A coalition of 
President Boris Yeltsin’s allies nomi- 
nated reformers — including some 
prominent Cabinet members — 
Sunday to run for Russia’s new par- 
liament. 

The coalition, Russia’s Choice, was 
established by government members 
and other Yeltsin allies. It is widely 
described as “the president’s party” 
and a favorite in the Dec. 12 parlia- 
mentary election. 

The candidates included deputy 
prime ministers Yegor Gaidar, 
Viadimir Shumeiko and Anatoly 
Chubais; Yeltsin’s administration 
chief Sergei Filatov; Foreign Minister 
Andrei Kozyrev; Finance Minister 
Boris Fyodorov; and Dmitry 
Volkogonov, a military advisor to the 
president. 

Other presidential aides, pro-reform 
economists and democratic activists 
were also on the 14-name list. Gaidar, 
a major architect of Yeltsin’s market 
reforms, was given the right to nomi- 
nate five more candidates. 

The coalition appears to enjoy sub- 
stantial financial backing and could 
build a modern, media-oriented cam- 
paign. Its slogan is “Freedom, Private 
Property and Lawfulness.” 

Russia’s Choice leaders warned 
against excessive optimism, saying 
the coalition faces a tough election 
campaign and strong competition 
from other pro-reform groups.

LOS ANGELES — Chevy 
hase has reported the news 
many times: Generalissimo 
Francisco Franco is still dead. 
Now “The Chevy Chase 
Show” is, too. 

Chase became the first casual- 
ty of the late-night television 
wars on Sunday as Fox 
Broadcasting Co. announced it 
was canceling his show, effec- 
tive immediately. 

He began Sept. 7 and battled 
David Letterman, Jay Leno, 
Arsenio Hall and Ted Koppel 
for viewers. But his show was 
savagely mauled by critics, and 
it performed a ratings pratfall 
much as Chase himself had 
done in his famous sendups of 
ex-President Ford. ° 

“Despite the commitment of 
Chevy and our best creative 
and production minds, we start- 
ed slowly and did not perform 
to expectations,” said Lucie 
Salhany, chairwoman of Fox 
Broadcasting. “We saw nothing 
to indicate that the show would 
turn around.” 

She thanked him “for giving 
us his best effort. He is an 
extraordinarily talented man.” 

In a statement released by 
Fox, Chase said: “I am proud of 
the comedic elements that we 
were able to intersperse 
throughout this otherwise very 
constraining format.” 

Salhany said earlier this 
month that Chase was “very 
nervous. It was uncomfortable 
and embarrassing to watch it.” 
The show, she added, also was 
marred by unfunny writing and 
Chase’s lackluster interviews. 

Less than a month after 
Chase’s show appeared, an 
emergency team of writers, 
consultants and Fox executives 
was brought in to revamp the 
program. 

Frank N. Magid Associates, 
the noted Marion, lowa-based 
research and consulting firm, 
was hired to work with Chase. 
Promotional and advertising 
efforts were halted until the 
show improved. 

One month after its debut, the 
show settled into fourth place, 
averaging a 3.1 rating. One rat- 
ings point equals 942,000 TV 
homes. 

No. | was Letterman’s “Late 
Show,” which averaged a 5.9 
rating for CBS, followed by 
ABC’s “Nightline,” moderated 
by Koppel, at 4.9 and “The 
Tonight Show With Jay Leno” 
on NBC at 3.9. The syndicated 
“Arsenio Hall” was fifth, with a 
2.1 rating. Fox had promised 
advertisers about a 4 rating. 

Fox said it will broadcast 
reruns of “In Living Color” in 
the 11 p.m.- to-midnight time 
slot that “The Chevy Chase 
Show” occupied. 

Chase rarely displayed the 
ease and humor he showed in 
the 1970s with NBC’s 
“Saturday Night Live.”

The Etruscans: Why Rome 
wasn't built by the Romans

“Rome wasn’t built in a day. It wasn’t built by the 
Romans; either.? | 

So goes the slogan BYU has used to promote the impres- 
sive debut of “The Etruscans: Legacy of a Lost 
Civilization,” an exhibit of hundreds of treasures from the 
Vatican Museum in Italy. 

The exhibit’s premier coincides with another opening: 
the Museum of Art in which it will be housed. 

But despite all the hoopla, the obvious question remains: 
who were the Etruscans, and why is 
their stuff in BYU’s new museum? 

A good question, indeed. 

“The Etruscans were a people that 
have been shortchanged by history,” 
sc Charlene Winters, a University 
spokeswoman, at the museum’s 
media tour last Monday. “Roman 
numerals are actually Etruscan 
numerals.” 

And numbers are just the beginning. 

Modern civilization owes much of 
its art, society, language, culture, gov- 
ernment, learning and much more to 
these mysterious people. 

In the mid-seventh century B.C., 
Rome was just a small village, a bump in the road, a dot 
on the map. It was inhabited by the Etruscans, an advanced 
civilization. They eventually turned the village into a large 
city, ruling it for 150 years before the last Etruscan king 
was ousted from power by Roman nobles. 

In the aftermath, the intermixing of Latins and Etruscans 
led to the eventual establishment of Romans as a people. 

BYU professor John Hall, chair of the Humanities 
Department and acting resident scholar on the exhibit, 
remarks that textbooks in general give an over-simplified 
summary of Roman history, often giving the Greeks too 
much credit for Roman development. 

But one reason for that is the mystery surrounding the 
Etruscans. Scholars continue to debate the origins of that 
people, and their fall from power eventually wiped their 
consortium of cities (known as Etruria) from the map. 

Despite their relative anonymity, a good deal is now 
known about Etruscan civilization. They were a social, 
happy people who enjoyed life. Etruscan women held high 
status in society and are often depicted as participating 
equally in aristocratic parties and public events. 

Of course, there is much more to learn. And a great deal 
of knowledge is there for the taking among the displays 
now featured at the Museum of Art. 

The exhibit opens (after the metal detectors) with a huge

arch, featured on the front page of this issue. 

After donning an optional cassette player and head- 
phones, visitors enter a gallery introducing the Etruscan 
people — wall plaques briefly describe various aspects of 
Etruscan life, including temples, military, trade, agricul- 
ture, literature, women, music and dance, and more. 

The narrator of the superbly informative audio tour then 
describes the robes and customs of Etruscan priests, while 
the visitor views a life-size replica. 

A 15-minute movie further introduces one to the 
Etruscan people and sets the table for what proves to be a 
breathtaking march through ancient Italian history. 

Main-floor attractions include 
an Etruscan hut, burial urns, battle 
gear, family life displays, and 
more. But that’s only the begin- 
ning. 

Visitors are then led down a 
flight of stairs to the galleries 
below. Besides being intrigued by 
the endless array of artifacts from 
all manner of Etruscan life (includ- 
ing hunting, fishing, social events 
and burial), visitors are treated to 
an original music composition b 
Utah artist Lloyd Miller. 

The ongoing background 
piece, titled “Etruscan impres- 
sions,” lasts 45 minutes and was inspired in part by 
Sardinian and Greek folk music, as well as ancient Persia 
and Crete. 

“Tt’s a musical depiction of the Etruscan nation,” Miller 
said. 

Still later, visitors can “get their hands dirty” in any of 
four interactive exhibits — including Etruscan weaving, 
arch-building, writing and clothing. 

‘Tn all, the Etruscan exhibit offers an impressive debut to 
a world-class museum. Will it be hard to top? 

Certainly. 

“We wanted to set a benchmark of excellence to start 
with for future exhibits,” said James Mason, the museum’s 
director. 

But future plans being what they are, it just may happen. 

After the current display closes in April 1994, museum 
staff will be busy assembling an exhibit of early American 
art — including more than 100 musical instruments from 
the collection at the Metropolitan Museum of Art in New 
York. Also showcased will be a number of well-known 
pieces from BYU’s own collection, many of which have 
been collecting dust in any number of storage facilities.

Open galleries, classic granite }- 
and natural light brighten interij

It’s unique, spacious and beautiful 
all at the same time. 

Granite and burnished hardwood 
floors, wide open spaces and sizable, 
sophisticated windows all help 
enhance the exhibit pieces and the 
beauty of BYU’s new Museum of 
Art. 

The Museum of Art was designed 
by James Langenheim, an architect 
of the original Los Angeles Art 
Museum. Langenheim has ‘said he 
designed the museum with large 
windows with the idea of letting 
through natural light and a panoram- 
ic view of the mountains. 

Not only can one see the striking 
Wasatch mountains from inside the 


museum, but the red granite exterior 
provides a “beautiful color against 
the mountains,” said Paul Anderson, 
head of exhibition development and 
tour guide for last week's media day. 

The three-story building is breath- 
taking from the first step inside the 
museum’s doors. A domed octago- 
nal skylight above the main gallery 
provides natural light to enhance its 
modern structure. 

The main gallery houses a dynam- 
ic, detailed replica of the front of an 
Etruscan temple and is surrounded 
by black olive trees from Florida. 

Anderson said the olive trees add a 
“sense of outdoors and provides a 
background for the temple piece, 
which is an outdoor object.”
